The Moneta Water Com-i 
pany has been officially 
transferred to the City of 
Torrance. This transfer is 
the end result of long nego­ 
tiations between the city of 
Torrance and that company. 
The transfer was officially 
made by L. F. Stephenson, 
the company's general man­ 
ager and secretary, to Coun­ 
cilman Nirkolas O. Drale, 
who has long spearheaded 
this project.

The Moneta Water Co. 
was incorporated in 1916 
and has been in operation 
since that time. The terri­ 
tory served by the company 
covers an area in North Tor­ 
rance approximately two 
miles long and one mile 
wide and includes about 
1,900 customers.

This area is generally de­

scribed by being bounded on 
the north by Artesia Blvd., 
on the south by 190th St., 
on the east by Vermont Ave. 
and on the west by Cren- 
shaw Blvd. Although a large 
portion of this service area 
is within the confines of the 
cty of Torrance, about one- 
half of the area is in the 
city of Los Angeles, the city 
of Gardena and an unin­ 
corporated part of Los An­ 
geles County.

Moneta Water Company 
charges approximately the 
same rates as does the Tor­ 
rance Municipal Water De­ 
partment.

The cost to the city of this 
transaction is $98,767.50, of 
which $86,267.50 is Moneta's 
price and $12,500 will be 
paid to the county in settle­ 
ment of a tax claim against 
the company.
